The reports of a secret 
combination 


of disaffected elements in the Yang-tse 
province for the purpose of organizing 
general risings are receiving some con- 
firmation. TheNankin Viceroy is very 
anxious about this movement and has 
asked the BritishConsul at Shanghai 
to assist the Taotai to preserve order by 
holding troops inreadiness. 


Reports of frequent disturbances 
in 


many districts by disbanded 
soldiers 


and bandits are held to show that there 
will be disorders in every direction 
should the evacuation of foreign troops 
begin withoutarranging for the return 
of a sufficientChinese force to maintain 
order.

The men of the Thirty-ninth Volun- 
teer Infantry became plain citizens May 
6th, after three years of active army 
service. 
When the finalrollwas called 
forty-three officers and 708 enlisted men 
answered to theirnames. 
The muster- 
ing out ceremony took place at the 
Presidio. 
The regiment was organized 
at Fort Crook, Neb., but forty-seven 
States and Territories were represented 
initsranks. 
While in the Philippines 


the regiment distinguished itself byits 
good work in the campaign that pre- 
pared Southern Luzon foreffectiveoccu- 
pation and pacification. 


After a careful consideration of the 


situation the Administration has de- 
cided to reduce the armyin the Philip- 
pines to 40,000. 
The opinion prevails 
here that this number willbe ample for 
the present 
needs of the service in the 
islands, and if conditions continue to 
improve in the satisfactory 
manner 
that has been shown in the past few 
months the force may be reduced still 
further. 
The expectation of the War 
Department is that allof the volunteers 
now in the Philippines willhave left 
the islands by the end of June, leaving 
only the regulars on duty there. 
Fol- 
lowingthe departure of volunteers will 
come the regulars 
who were sent to 
Manilain1898, just after the outbreak 
of the war, and their movement home 
willcontinue until the force is reduced 
to approximately 40,000 men. 


CHINA.

At each stroke a thin layer of the 
rough wood is removed.

"the man with the adze" finds himself 
richer by $I.—New York Times. 


The man who makes a business 
of 
smoothing the butchers' blocks appears 
at rhe meat markets early in the morn- 
ing before the customers 
arrive. 
He 
rolls the big block to the 
sidewalk, 


then mounts to the top of It, adze in 
hand. 
Bringing it down swiftly from 
a vertical position above his head, the 
blade is made to pass between his legs 
skimming the surface of the block with 
great dexterity. 


Most persons 
have doubtless observ- 
ed the large blocks upon which butch- 
ers trim their steaks 
and chops. 
The 
top of the block is usually as smooth 
as glass, but the conrtant chopping of 
meat 
thereon 
roughens 
the 
surface 
eventually. 
The general idea seems to 
be that 
the butcher 
keeps 
his block 
smooth by merely sawing off.the rough 
section. 
Such, however, Is not the case. 
Specialism lias even entered here.
